Grayling High School was one 
of five in the State of Michigan 
selected last year for a four-year; 
national study by the use of the 
General Appitude -Test developed 
by the U. S. Department of Labor 
between 1942 and 1944, and hand- 
led by the Employment Service 
Division of the Michigan Employ- 


state. ° 

The four year series of tests 
was set up with a discussion at 
Grayling High School last April. 

Detatls ‘of the testing and re- 
Search program were worked out 
a issession with the testi 
following on the next two days. 
The GATB test as it is referred 
to, is a work appitude test to help 
students find their life vocation. 
The federal program by testing in 
various places and different sized 
schools hopes to arrive at some 
definite conclusions on the test- 
ing at the end of the four years of 
research. The tests over the four 
year span will show, among other 
things, the change of appitudes 
between-the.freshmen.andad senior 
years. . ; 
P"Fhe-restlis“of these tests” po 
the way, but of equal importance 
is the counseling service offered 
by MESC, the educators say. 

Mrs. Emily Drummond, head of 
testing, . Michigan | Employment 
Securities Commission, ‘Detroit, 
assisted by Michael Giambattista 
and Charles Benson, repeated the 
testing program as set up last 
year when all four grades of the 
High School were tested in an 
experimental program being used 
in five schools in Michigan. This 
year Robert Rose added his ex- 
perience in training Robert Bo- 
vee of the High School staff to 
counsel the students as soon as 
the results of the test are com- 
pleted by the commission. This

ed until all four originally tested 
have become seniors.
